SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Through prudent management by all department heads, the town’s share of 1982 
taxes to be raised fell by two percent. Had not the county share of the levy increased 
by 28 percent the 1982 tax rate increase of four percent would have been even less. 


As predicted in our last year’s report state and federal taxes returned to the town 
decreased — in fact as most of you know, the state defaulted in paying part of its 
obligations to the municipalities of New Hampshire. Fortunately for Newbury such 
state and federal revenue constitute a minor part of our revenue. 


It seems likely that the order of December 1982 by the Tax Commission to revalue 
the property in the town will be upheld after the state hearing on February 1, 1983. 
Our equalized valuation ratio has now dropped to 34 percent. The Tax Commission 
has condemned our methods of valuing property. It is still the belief of the present 
selectmen that this revaluation should be made by an outside agency. 


During the year computerization of the tax records was completed. 


In September 1982 Frank Veazie resigned from the Board of Selectmen. In his 
place Paul J. Diekmann was appointed.

The Sewer Commissioners were unable because of the lack of labor and super- 
vision to continue the repair program of the sewer lines begun in 1981.

4. Acquiring and installing effective fire alarm and breakdown alert systems at 
both pump houses.

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REPORT OF NEWBURY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Our only problems of significance are the parking control at our popular Newbury 
Harbor and the ordinance governing the use of the Town Dock at the Harbor. Cur- 
rently parking is restricted to two hours at the Harbor and also at Bell Cove. Bell 
Cove is the area around the information booth. No cars or persons are allowed on 
the dock or Harbor parking lot after 11 p.m. 

The dock is popular and crowded during the warm summer months and the town 
ordinance prohibits dogs, bicycles, skateboards, games and furniture on the dock. 
Boats may park at the dock for two hours only. Except for furniture, no one has 
an argument with these rules. Retirement age people can’t spend much time sitting 
on the hard, flat dock without a chair or chaise lounge to get comfortable in but 
other people feel the furniture, on a crowded day, takes up too much room. 

The two-hour parking limit for cars in the parking lot has its supporters and 
there are those opposed. I suppose the policeman who enforces any law that affects 
sO many people will get a certain amount of flak, no matter how it is handled. 

The minimum fine for a violation of the above town ordinances is $10, including 
the furniture rule. 

Your police department has, by being flexible and using discretion, attempted 
to be as fair as possible to as many as possible who use the Harbor area. I’m afraid 
I must report that the results are unsatisfactory. 

Unless the current ordinances are changed at Town Meeting, they will be en- 
forced ‘‘as is’’ with a minimum of flexibility, starting on Memorial Day, 1983. Town 
Meeting is the will of the people. 

Our accident rate is down to 37 accidents in 1982 from 46 reported in 1981, an 
approximate 20 percent drop. This decrease could be caused by increased enforce- 
ment of speed limits or the relatively ice-free winter we’ve had in late 1982. 

Only 45 persons called to complain about a dog in 1982, compared to 60 in 1981 
but we issued 66 citations to dog owners, a ten percent increase over 1981. 

Burglaries in 1982 are down about 33 percent, 12 reported in 1982 compared 
to 18 in 1981. The reason? Probably the arrest by State Police of a small group of 
thieves working in our area in early 1982. 

The amount of thefts reported in 1982, 49, may seem unreasonably high for a 
town of our size. Many of them concern ski equipment stolen at the park where two 
or three thousand skiers pass through on a good ski weekend. 

The Police Department will remain on its current schedule with varying amounts 
of patrol time every day, flexible with the demands of the tourist seasons. Some one 
is on duty or on call at almost all times. There will be a few hours a week when no 
one is available. During those times we will continue to depend on our State Police 
for assistance. Any time an officer is needed, call 526-2777. 

All our Newbury Officers are now certified by the New Hampshire Police Stan- 
dards and Training Council. My thanks to the dedication and work of the Newbury 
Part Time Officers and for the cooperation and support of the Board of Selectmen 
and Newbury Taxpayers.

The number of calls increased from 67 in 1981, which is a 19 percent increase. 

The Fire Department has been training and maintaining the equipment and sta- 
tion every Tuesday night and on a number of weekends. This fall the members started 
to paint the Newbury station, which will be completed in the spring. Currently, the 
stations are being tightened up to conserve energy. The Newbury station has had more 
insulation and storm windows added, and the Blodgett station will have insulation 
added this winter. 

This past summer the department took over Beano at the Veteran’s Hall every 
Wednesday night. The proceeds will be used to help with the purchase of equipment. 

The Fast Squad has been a good addition to the Fire Department. The members 
arrive at the medical calls before the ambulance and start with patient care. On the 
majority of calls they will continue with the patient on the ambulance and assist in 
the emergency room at the hospital.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDENS 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business! This slogan 
has been the motto of the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Fire Service 
since 1909 when the first forest fire laws were passed by the Legislature. 

These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program of State and 
local forest fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, established New Hampshire 
as a leader in forest fire prevention and control. Our annual acreage loss to forest 
fires of one-half acre per fire is the best in the nation. This fire record has come about 
through the cooperative efforts of our state/town forest fire protection program. The 
_ state provides detection of fires, training for local forest fire wardens, low cost forest 
fire suppression equipment to local fire departments, and technical advice at the fire 
ground. Local governments provide the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed 
as wardens and deputy wardens and who respond quickly to suppress reported forest 
fires. 

This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to forest fires 
since 1910 when the average fire burned 33 acres compared to the modern day loss 
of one-half acre per fire. 

Only by the continued cooperation of the State/towns and our entire citizenry 
can this record be maintained.

NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


The basic services of Skilled Nursing, Physical Therapy and Home Health Aide 
provided by Newport Area Home Health Agency increased slightly during 1982 with 
some shifts in utilization by individual towns. The Agency has added blood drawing 
(for analysis) in the home to its services. 

The Agency’s Well Child Clinic remains well attended. Adult screening clinics 
~ were held successfully in Grantham and Goshen in addition to the regular sessions 
in Newport. 

The Agency continues to work in cooperation with the Counseling Center of 
Sullivan County to help those with Mental Health problems. 

Newport Area Home Health Agency staff in cooperation with New Hampshire 
Division of Welfare personnel is providing regular sessions for those with special 
parenting problems. This is part of the Child Abuse and Neglect Program which is 
supported by United Way. 

As a new service in Community Health Promotion and Education the Agency 
sponsored an eight-week course in Self Care of the Elderly. This program is to be 
repeated in February 1983. 

Newport Area Home Health Agency appreciates the support of the Towns and 
will continue to provide high quality service to all those who need Home Health Care.

Section 2: No dogs, bicycles, skate boards, furniture or playing of any games 
will be allowed on the Newbury Town Dock. 

Section 3: Any person found in violation of these bylaws shall for each viola- 
tion thereof forfeit a fee not less than $10.00 nor more than $100.00 to the Town 
of Newbury, and said penalty may be recovered on complaint before the New London 
District Court. 

Section 4: The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

4: (Replaces an ordinance dated June 26, 1978) 

Section 1: It shall be unlawful for any person to leave rubbish at the transfer 
station (town dump) during the hours when the transfer station is closed. 

Section 2: It shall be unlawful for any person to enter the transfer station during 
the hours when the transfer station is closed. 

Section 3: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each violation 
thereof forfeit a fee not less than $10.00 nor more than $100.00 to the Town of 
Newbury, and said penalty may be recovered on complaint before the New London 
District Court. 

5: (Replaces an ordinance dated October 15, 1971—Winter Parking Regulations) 
Regulations) 

Section 1: No automobile or other vehicle shall be parked between the hours 
of 12 midnight and 7:30 A.M. on any of the streets or ways within the Town of 
Newbury from November | to May | in any one year. 

Section 2: No automobile or other vehicle shall be parked on any of the streets 
or ways within the Town of Newbury so as to interfere with or hinder snow removal. 

Section 3: The police may order the removal, by tow truck or other means, of 
vehicles parked in violation of this ordinance, all removal expenses to be at the ex- 
pense of the person claiming the vehicle. 

Section 4: The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 5: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each violation 
thereof, forfeit a fee not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00 to the Town of Newbury. 

6: (Replaces an ordinance dated June 13, 1968—Parking in Blodgett Landing) 

Section 1: It shall be unlawful for any person to park a motor vehicle on the 
right side of Washington Street from Blodgett Landing Road to the end of Washington 
Street; on the right side of Blodgett Landing Road from Pine Street to Washington 
Street; on the right side of Blodgett Landing Road from Front Street to Bowles Road; 
on the right side of Front Street from Sunlight Lane to Blodgett Landing Road. 

Section 2: The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 3: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each violation 
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thereof forfeit a fee not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00 to the Town of Newbury 
and said penalty may be recovered on complaint before the New London District 
Court. 

7: (Replaces an ordinance dated July 30, 1962—Parking on hills and curves) 

Section 1: It shall be unlawful for any person to park a motor vehicle on or within 
200 feet of a curve, brow of a hill or intersecting way on Bay Point Road and 
Brightwood Road in the Town of Newbury. 

Section 2: The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 3: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each violation 
thereof forfeit a fee not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00 to the Town of Newbury, 
and said penalty may be recovered on complaint before the New London District 
Court. 

8: (Replaces an ordinance dated January 29, 1979—Snow Removal) 

Section 1: No snow removed from private property shall be left on public rights 
of way. 

Section 2: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each violation 
thereof forfeit not less than $10.00 nor more than $100.00 to the Town of Newbury 
and said penalty may be recovered on complaint before the New London District 
Court. 

9: Section 1: The Chief of Police is authorized, in the compact part of the town 
and on all town highways (Class V and Class VJ), to place signs prohibiting or restric- 
ting the stopping, standing or parking of vehicles wherever such stopping, standing 
or parking is prohibited by statute or town ordinance. 

Section 2: Such signs shall be official signs, and no person shall stop, stand or 
park any vehicles in violation of the restrictions stated on such signs. 

Section 3: The registered owner of a parked vehicle in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 4: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall for each violation 
thereof, forfeit a fee not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00 to the Town of 
Newbury. 

9A: Section 1: (As amended by the voters.) It shall be unlawful for any person 
to park a motor vehicle on the West Side of Village Road from the intersection of 
Village Road and South Road to the Town Hall, and on South Road within 100 feet 
of the intersection of Village Road and South Road. 

Section 2: The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. 

Section 3: Any person found in violation of this bylaw shall forfeit for each viola- 
tion a fee not less than $3.00 nor more than $25.00 to the Town of Newbury, and 
said penalty may be recovered on complaint before the New London District Court. 

10: Section 1: The Chief of Police, and any other police officer of the Town 
of Newbury, shall have the authority to issue a parking ticket to the owner or operator 
of any vehicle parked in violation of any of the fore-going ordinances. 

Section 2: This ticket shall assess the minimum penalty set forth in said ordinances, 
and payment shall be required within five days of issuance of the ticket. 

Section 3: In the event payment is not received within five days, a court sum- 
mons shall be issued for the parking violation. 

ARTICLE 27: To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting. None.
